Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  University  of 
California,  and  at  Iowa  State  col- 
lege, where  she  obtained  the  de- 
gree of  master  of  science  in  1937. 

Professor  Warnick  joined  the 
B.  Y.  U.  'faculty  as  instructor  in 
1922,  In  1927  she  became  assistant 
professor;  in  1930  associate  pro- 
fessor; and  in  1935  professor.

“Munich  Discord",  three-scene 
satire  on  the  historic  peace  con- 
ference of  last  September,  was  pre- 
sented at  11:30  t(^ay  by  the  Delta 
Phi  fraternity  during  regular  as- 
sembly hour,  The  ex-missionaries 
used  as  a basis  for  the  farce,  a pre- 
view in  Hades  with  Lucifer  and  his 
imps;  the  actual  meeting  of  four 
fictitious  statesmen  in  Munich;

Lucifer. 

Actual  characters  were  incognito 
under  fhe  fictitious  names  of  Fur- 
ore of  Allernania,  Chambermaid  of 
Britannia,  Deuce  of  Italia,  Delady 
of  Franconia,  Benny  of  Czecho- 
slatsia,  and  Linen  of  Rooshia.  Dia- 
lects of  the  five  countries  were  done 
by  the  actors  taking  the  parts  and 
added  humor  to  laughable  situations 
and  dialogue. 

Aimed  at  the  anti-free  agency  ac- 
tivities of  dictators  in  direct  con- 
flict with  democratic  principle,  the 
dramatization  satirizes  the  outcome 
of  he  Munich  Accord.  The  narrative 
blamed  Lucifer  for  the  cynicism  of 
dictatorship  and  gave  him  an  inte- 
gral part  in  the  renowned  peace 
conference  and  its  proceedings.

Miss  Wilma  leppson, 
Former  Professor, 
Dies  In  Salt  Lake 

Many  fine  tributes  were  paid  to 
Miss  Wilma  jeppson,  beloved  fa- 
culty member,  at  impressive  and 
well  attended  services  held  in  the 
Yale  ward  chapel  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Tuesday. 

Miss  Jeppson,  former  director  of 
physical  education  and  prominent 
recreational  supervisor,  died  Satur- 
day at  the  home  of  her  parents, 
Hans  J.  and  Dorothy  E.  Riggs  Jep- 
pson of  Salt  Lake  City,  following 
a two  years’  illness. 

President  Harris  was  a speaker, 
also  S.  M.  Foster,  bishop’s  couns- 
elor who  presided;  Miss  May  .An- 
derson, general  superintendent  of 
the  Primary  association;  Marion 
G.  Romney,  president  of  Bonne- 
ville stake;  I.  O.  Horsfall  of  the 
U.  of  U.  extension  division,  and 
Elias  L.  Day  and  H.  C.  Morten- 
son  of  the  Wells  Stake  presidency. 

Miss  Margaret  Sumnierhays 
sang  one  number,  two  selections 
were  rendered  by  a B.Y.U.  male 
quartet,  and  two  instrumental  num- 
bers were  played  by  Miss  Katherine 
Morrell,  violin;  Gustave  Buggert, 
cello  and  George  Cannon,  piano. 

Pallbearers,  athletes  from  B.Y.U., 
were  Floyd  Millet,  Wayne  Soffe, 
Merrill  Waters,  Dan  Thomas.

Miss  Jeppson  was  an  associate 
professor  of  physical  education  for 
women  and  a member  of  the  gen- 
eral board  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Prim- 
ary. She  has  been  associated  with 
the  B.Y.U.  since  1923,  when  she 
was  brought  to  the  university  from 
the  Salt  Lake  City  schools  by 
Coach  E.  L.  "Gene"  Roberts,  then 
physical  eduaction  director.  She 
had  taught  at  the  Roosevelt  and 
Emerson  schools  in  Salt  Lake.  She 
was  a member  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  Deseret  gymnasium.  • 

She  received  her  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  from  B.Y.U.  in  1927,  a mas- 
ter of  science  diploma  from  Colum- 
bia university.  New  York  City,  in 
1930.  Later,  she  took  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia, University  ol  Wisconsin,  Co- 
lumbia, and  New  York  university, 
and  made  a year’s  study  tour  of 
Europe  in  1932. 

As  a recreation  leader.  Miss  Jep- 
pson was  outstanding  from  the 
beginning  of  her  career.  She  pos- 
sessed a rare  quality  in  recreation 
technique  and  was  enthusiastic  in 
her  every  endeavor.  She  organized 
the  first  posture  parade  of  girls 
from  high  schools  as  a feature  in 
the  annual  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity relay  carnival,  a stirring  event 
which  now  ranks  the  most  spectac- 
ular part  of  the  entire  annual  meet. 

She  served  as  president  of  the 
Utah  Health  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion association,  part  of  the  Utah 
education  setup,  for  one  year,  ajid 
for  two  years  she  was  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Southwest  District,  Am- 
erican Association  of  Health  and 
Physical  Education.

Two  Great  Lyceum  Artists 
Coming  To  Provo 
Tabernacle  Next  Week 

Gregor  Piatigorsky  And  Carl  Mose, 
Cellist  And  Sculptor  Will  Appear 


One  of  America’s  foremost 
sculptors,  Carl  C.  Mose,  head  of  the 
department  sculpture  at  Wash- 
ington university,  St.  Louis,  will 
be  presented  in  an  illustrated  lec- 
ture Wednesday,  February  8,  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  Provo  tabernacle. 

In  his  lecture,  he  will  demon- 
strate how  a sculptor  works,  mod- 
eling in  clay  by  way  of  illustration. 
His  demonstrations  are  similar  in 
character  to  those  given  by  the  late 
Lorado  Taft,  who  appeared  before 
B.Y.U.  students  a few  years  ago. 

The  works  of  Mr.  Mose  have 
been  exhibited  both  in  America  and 
abroad.  Some  of  the  better  known 
galleries  are  the  Chicago  .Art  insti- 
tute; Phillips  Memorial  gallery, 
Washington;  Royal  Academy 
Spring  salon,  Copenhagen,  Den- 
mark; Olympic  International,  Am- 
sterdam, Holland.  He  has  received 
several  first  prizes  in  exhibitions. 

He  has  done  important  work  in  a 
number  of  different  states,  some  of 
considerable  size  and  importance, 
such  as  the  seven  foot  relief  panels, 
exterior,  Potomac  electric  power 
Co,  building,  Washington,  D.  C.; 
portraits  of  Hon.  Frank  B.  Kellogg. 
Justice  Pierce  Butler;  also  relief 
tablets,  Dept,  of  Agriculture  build- 
ing, Washington,  D.  C. 

Carl  C.  Mose  was  born  in  Copen- 
hagen, Denmark  in  1903.  He  stud- 
ied at  Chicago  Art  Institute,  Art 
.Student  league  and  Beaux  Arts 
academy.  New  York.  In  addition, 
he  continued  his  studies  abroad, 
giving  special  attention  to'  the  scul- 
pture of  the  cathedrals  of  England 
and  France.  He  has  also  traveled 
and  worked  in  Mexico.

Silver  Plaques 
Given  For 
Contest  Winners 

In  place  of  the  usual  banners, 
silver  plaques,  more  durable  and 
more  attractive,  will  be  presented 
this  year  to  winners  in  the  15th  an- 
nual Intermountain  Commercial 
contest  to  be  held  at  B.Y.U.  April 
14,  Weldon  J.  Taylor,  general  com- 
mitteeman, said  this  week. 

School  awards  will  be  made  on  a 
basis  of  team  competition  in  type- 
writing, shorthand  and  bookkeep- 
ing, the  three  general  divisions  of 
the  contest.  Plaques  will  be  given 
to  Class  A and  Class  B schools  rat- 
ing highest  in  each  of  the  events- 
Class  A schools  are  those  with  an 
enrollment  of  350  or  more,  Mr. 
Taylor  explained. 

Awards  for  individual  perform- 
ance will  be  the  same  as  in  other 
years,  Mr.  Taylor  said.  Winners  of 
first,  second  and  third  places  in 
each  event  will  receive  scholar- 
ships of  $35,  $25,  and  $15,  respect- 
ively. Proficiency  certificates  will 
also  be  given 

Inquiries  about  the  contest,  one 
of  the  oldest  of  the  many  contests 
and  annual  conventions  sponsored 
by  Young  university,  have  been 
more  numerous  to  date  than  for  a 
corresponding  date  of  any  previous 
year,  according  to  Evan  M.  Croft, 
corresponding  secretary. 

It  is  expected  that  last  year’s 
record  attendance  of  500  student® 
from  46  high  schools  in  Utah,  Ida- 
ho, Wyoming  and  Nevada,  the 
highest  since  the  contests  were 
started  in  1924  by  A.  Rex  Johnson, 
former  dean  of  men  professor  of 
marketing,  will  be  equalled  this 
year,  Mr.  Goft  said.

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Here’s  An  Idea  We  Might  Use 

An  article  in  “Top  of  the  World”,  student  newspaper  of 
the  Western  State^  college,  reveals  a plan  of  student  medical 
care  and  hospitalization  that  might  be  worked  out  in  Provo 
with  B.  Y.  U.  students. 

The  story  says,  “In  order  to  give  Western  State  students 
the  best  possible  medical  care,  through  the  efforts  of  President 
C.  C.  Casey  and  in  co-operation  with  hospital  officials,  contracts 
were  signed  today,  giving  the  students  three  day  hospitaliza- 
tion at  the  Gunnison  Community  hospital,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  attending  physician,  including  medical  attention,  hospital 
care,  simple  medicine,  operating  room  service,  anaesthetics  for 
operations,  simple  medications,  nurse  service  and  board  and 
room  for  $.50  per  quarter  per  student.” 

According  to  rumors  floating  about  the  campus,  a student 
insurance  plan  similar  to  this  one  is  being  considered  by  this 
university.  Whether  or  not  any  real  progress  has  been  made  is 
hard  to  determine  for  little  authentic  information  can  be  ob- 
tained. 

With  the  new  general  hospital  being  completed  in  Provo  this 
winter,  such  a plan  as  that  offered  the  Western  State  should  be 
considered.  Fifty  cents  a quarter  is  a.  small  sum  to  pay  for 
the  protection  given  the  Colorado  student  body. 

Of  course  an  equitable  payment — perhaps  more  than  $.50 
per  student  per  quarter,  and  perhaps  less — would  have  to  be 
worked  out,  and  other  factors  would  have  to  be  carefully  con- 
sidered. But  this  health  insurance  is  definetely  a B.Y.U. 
need.  If,  as  is  rumored,  investigation  is  going  forward  on  this 
project  then  the  students  should  be  told  of  it  and  be  allowed 
to  make  suggestions.  If  nothing  is  being  done  though,  we 
feel  that  the  authorities  of  the  new  Utah  Valley  hospital  should 
be  approached  and  if  possible,  a system  similar  to  the  Western 
State  plan,  worked  out.
